Washingto n, D. C., Feb. 24.— Pre­ 
senting o n behalf o f the administra­ 
tio n the first argum ent in the senate 
iri suppo rt o f the league o f natio ns, 
Senato r Lewis o f Illino is asserted in 
the co urse o f a three ho ur speech 
to day that ‘‘o ur America is no w mo re 
imperiled in her

The natio n, he said, must decide 
whether it shall spurn the league o f 
natio ns and prepare to pro tect itself 
with armies and nav ies so gigantic 
that they will impo v erish the peo ple 
o r accept the plan o f wo rld peace o f­ 
fered 
by President Wilso n, under 
which the United States will be pro ­ 
tected fro m aggressio n witho ut sur­ 
render o f any right.s 
No Da nger o f Enta nglem ents. 
The senato r perceiv ed in the lea­ 
gue plan 110 danger o f the entangling 
alliances against which Washingto n 
warned, o r reunuicatio n o f the Mo n­ 
ro e do ctrine, and asserted that Theo ­ 
do re Ro o sev elt sho wed himself un­ 
afraid o f inv o lv ing the co untry in 
w o rld ‘affairs when he adv o cated go ­ 
ing to war in defense o f Belgian neu­ 
trality “ unprepared as we were." 
The claim that the league is a Brit­ 
ish scheme is made to “ awaken pre­ 
judice,” said the senato r, who pro ­ 
ceeded to calculate that the United! 
States and Central and So uth Amer­ 
ica wo uld o ut v o te Great Briain 9 
to 5 in the league. 
W hen 
the 
senato r finished 
his 
speech the packed galleries applaud­ 
ed so v o cifero usly th at Vice President 
Marshall, po unding his gav el with all 
his energy , declared they acted “ like 
a lo t o f bo lshev iki." 
G a lleries R o il Ma rsha ll. 
“ I am go ing to issue o rders," he 
sho uted, when the applause had died 
do wn, “ that the nex t time there are 
manifestatio ns o f appro v al o r disap­ 
pro v al to clear the galleries and I 
will see whether there is any law in 
America, at least." 
Senato r Lewis began by pay ing his I 
respects to the league o ppo nents: “ If! 
Wo o dro w Wilso n were a Ro man Cat-) 
■ff i: 


aline charged by a Cicero with co n­ 
spiracy to surrender his land to the 
enemy o f his co untry , and Taft n 
mo dern Aaro n Burr, they co uld no t 
hav e been mo re v io lently impugned 
than each has been by the leaders o f 
the o ppo sitio n to the league o f na- 
tilps. 
Yet the head and fro nt o f the 
o ffending by these two liv¡st citizens 
o f o ur republic is but to do the will

“No thing so pro v ed the animo sity 
to Wilso n as the refusal to grant him

he co uld arriv e and ex plain the cir­ 
cumstances o f its fo rmatio n. 
The 
tact that there wo uld be mo nths a ft­ 
er Wilso n returns to Paris fo r the 
co nclusio n o f his wo rk in which dis­ 
cussio n co uld be had was o f no influ­ 
ence 011 tho se wiio preferred to ex ­ 
hibit ev ery where their defiance o f 
any request he might m ake.” 
Defends Lea gue Do cument. 
Then, co ming to the merits o f the 
questio n, the senato r co ntinued; 
“ It is said that the do cument v io ­ 
lates o ur po licy against alliances w ith 
fo reign go v ernments as o ppo sed by 
Washingto n. I answer that the do cu­ 
ment prev ents what W ashingto n o p­ 
po sed— partial alliances by America 
wMth any fo reign co untry , ev en were 
her statesmen inclined. 
It requires 
two -thirds o f all to permit any w ar 
o r peace actio n with o ne. 
Wo uld 
tw'o -thirds ev er allo w such disadv ant­ 
age to them in fav o r o f any o ne 
against th em all? 
The co nstitutio n 
o f the league pro hibits the po ssibility j 
o f a po litical alliance with any Euro -i 
pean po wrer by balancing against the* 
Euro pean, the Asiatic, Japan, and all 
o f the So uth Americas. 
The a rm y ' 
and nav y o f the United States is pro ­ 
v ided fo r in the charter by wo rds as! 
o f a kind that she shall by her situa­ 
tio n and peculiar geo graphy perso n­ 
ally ado pt and perso nally co ntro l. 
Mo nro e Do ctrine Sa fe. 
“ It is asserted by the o ppo nents o f 
the plan that it v io lates the principle 
o f the Mo nro e do ctrine, which g ua r­ 
antees the co untries o f So uth and 
Central America fro m aggressio n by 
Euro pean co untries. 
It was to pre­ 
v ent this ev ery assumptio n that sec­ 
tio n 10 o f the charter pledged all o f 
the go v ernments in the league to re­ 
sist agfresso n by any o ne 
011 any 
state o r go v ernment o f any state. 
The wo rds o f this sectio n 10 are tak­ 
en fro m the spirit o f the reso lutio n 
passed by The Ilagues peace co nfer­ 
ence in 19 07 reso lv ing to preserv e 
the Mo nro e do ctrine in any treaty o f 
o r alliance o f wo rld natio ns fo r wo rld 
peace. 
It is this that Wilso n pledged 
in his address to the senate Jan. 22, 
19 17 . 


“ We ask why this false fear her­ 
alded by senato rs? What purpo se has 
Britain to gain by allo wing her E

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ro pean o r Asiatic riv als in trade fo r 
territo r\ to po ssess So uth o r Central 
America? 
Will Spain, France, and 
Italy , the mo thers o f the so ns 
o f 
these so uthern lands, v o te tl/eir des­ 
tiny into the po ssessio n o f Britain? 
A|i|M'a l to Prejudice. 
“ The erp is to awaken prejudice, 
no t to co nv ince by the truth o f a sit­ 
uatio n. 
Senato rs o ppo sing the co m­ 
pact say the ex ecutiv e co uncil is co m­ 
po sed o f five great wo rld states, and 
the t nited States being but o ne, it 
wo uld be o utv o ted in ev ery enterprise 
o f wo rld co ntest by each natio n o f 
the league casting o ne v o te. 
Such is 
no t in tlie po ssibilities.

tiv e co uncil admits the states o f the 
league, France, Britain, and
